A MAN who is in constant pain and 
needs to use a catheter on a daily basis 
has been told he has to wait two 
months for an operation. 

Donald, 71, and wife Diana George, 66, 
are furious at the way they have been 
treated by the NHS ‘waiting game’ sys- 
tem. 

The couple, from Spinney Hill, say 
their human rights are being violated. 

They are now asking for the 
Government to stop the humiliation. 

Diana contacted the H&P after she 
read our story last week on the reduction 
of waiting times for operations at 
Northampton General Hospital (NGH). 

She said: “I couldn't believe what I 
read. 

“My husband is in pain and has a pos- 
sible infection. We have had to cancel 
and lost money on our holiday at the 
end of the month so although his health 
is the most important, our life is on hold. 

“We have had a letter for him to have a 
kidney scan on Thursday, April 16. He 
was supposed to have that when he was 
last in hospital, but they hadn't the 
time.” 

She has now written to Northampton 
North MP Sally Keeble asking for help. 

She wrote: ‘I am furiously angry at the 
humiliation my 71-year-old husband 
endured, he was extremely upset. 

‘Having spent three nights in hospital 
with the emergency fitting of a catheter, 
he was then put on the emergency list 
for a prostate operation. 

‘He was told there is a six to eight

sake?’ 

The couple said Donald has received 
good treatment at the hospital, but are 
unhappy with the waiting time system. 

Diana added: ‘At 3.30am on his first 
night home, his catheter leaked for what 
ever reason. 

‘Fortunately I had put some plastic on 
the bed - but some urine had seeped 
down the pipe onto his clothes, bed- 
clothes mattress, mat and carpet. He 
also had to sort himself out which was 
painful and not very pleasant. 

‘Iam not exactly a spring chicken and 
was not amused to be scrubbing a prac- 
tically new mattress and the carpet at 
that hour, followed by washing the mat 
and the edge of our feather duvet as they 
couldn't be left. 

‘Then having to strip the bed, find 
fresh plastic, sheets, duvet and loading 
the machine twice, finally getting to bed 
at 5.30am and not being able to get to 
sleep because I was so angry. 

‘I wonder how often this is happening 
in other households? 

‘Just tell me why in one of the richest 
countries and after your Government’s 
pledge to sort out the NHS, well over ten 
years ago, we are still in this sorry state? 

‘There must be no end of men in acon- 
tinually never ending circle living very 
painfully with prostate problems, at 
home, just waiting. 

‘My husband, at his age wants a quali- 
ty of life, not the joining of the NHS’s 
waiting game, it is not fair on him. 

‘Now don’t get me wrong, he doesn’t 
expect to go before those with cancer or

‘But it is really time the Government 
got its act together.’ 

Mrs Keeble said: “Mrs George’s hus- 
band should get the care and so should 
cancer patients. 

“Tt seems in her husband's case he had 
emergency care. It just takes a bit longer 
to do the emergency operation. 

“I am very happy to take this up and

make sure the treatment is done as 
quickly as possible. 

“It is very difficult for people. If the per- 
son feels unhappy then there is a prob- 
lem. I think it is particularly hard to deal 
with issues that involve a catheter.” 

An NGH spokesman confirmed Mr 
George had another appointment with 
his consultant scheduled for next week 
and said the hospital would do whatever 
it could to ensure that his treatment was 
carried out as soon as possible.

Tax payers cash at risk 


BOSSES at County Hall are expected to 
confirm tomorrow that senior councillors 
failed to safeguard more than £34m of tax- 
payers’ money as part of a privatisation 
contract. 

According to leading opposition politi- 
cians papers published tomorrow are 
expected to confirm the council failed to 
ask questions of staff and contractors 
when agreeing a contract to privatise the 
management of key council buildings and 
frontline services. 

The report, which will be delivered by 
one of the council’s top legal team at its 
meeting on Tuesday, April 21 is widely 
anticipated to uncover crucial mistakes by 
councillors in pushing through the £34m 
deal. 

Lib Dem Opposition Leader Brian Hoare 
said: “If tomorrow’s news is as bad as 
expected, taxpayers in Northamptonshire 
will have little confidence in the 
Conservatives’ ability to carry on after 
June. 

“If the contract has to be terminated, 
jobs across the county’s schools and 
libraries will be under threat.

Figures reveal number 
of young drinkers 


MORE than 18,000 under 21-year-old girls were admitted 
to hospital for alcohol related illnesses in 2007-8. 

And nearly five-and-a-half thousand of these were aged 
between ten and 16. 

The figures represent a 25 per cent increase in the num- 
bers admitted in the last five years - a statistic that has 
Northampton North MP Sally Keeble asking where the 
girls parents are. 

Mrs Keeble has now called on Westminster to take urgent 
action over the increase. 

Government figures show the number of girls aged ten to 
16 admitted to hospital due to alcohol had jumped by 
about 25 per cent from 4,472 in 2003-4 to 5,408 in 2007-8. 

The number of 14 to 21-year-olds admitted during the 
same period jumped from 8,695 to 13,007. 

The figures were released after Mrs Keeble raised the 
issue in Parliament. She has since asked for the same fig- 
ures for boys. 

She said: “This is an appalling health toll paid for by 
young girls who are drinking to excess. 

“Tt is shocking that girls as young as ten are ending up in 
hospital because of alcohol. 

“The Government must take tough action in the manda- 
tory code they are due to produce later this spring. 

“Minimum pricing would also help by cutting out some 
of the worst of the excesses. 

“But there is also the question with such young girls, 
‘where were their parents?” 


Plans for academy are put in the spotlight 


A PROPOSAL to defer the open- 
ing of an academy at Unity 
College until September 2010 will 
be discussed by council chiefs 
next week. 

The plan is one of a series of 
recommendations relating to the 
Northampton school in a report 
to Northants County Council’s 
cabinet to be discussed next 
Tuesday. 

In addition to deferring the 
opening of an academy until next 
year, cabinet will make a decision 
on whether an alternative spon- 
sorship package should be con- 
sidered to maximise the poten- 
tial for improvement at Unity 
College once it becomes an acad- 
emy. 


If new arrangements are rec- 
ommended, parents, staff and 
the wider school community 
would have a chance to com- 
ment on them. 

The report also suggests the 
creation of a temporary execu- 
tive board to support the school 
in the meantime and proceed 
with improving its performance 
and standards. 

Cllr Joan Kirkbride, cabinet 
member for children and young 
people, said: “It is essential to 
ensure that when cabinet meets, 
the right decision is made about 
the future of the school. What is 
not in question is that changes 
must be made if there is to be any 
hope of improving the outcome 


for the students of Unity College 
and helping them to reach their 
full potential.” 

Unity College has been singled 
out by Government as a National 
Challenge school because of its 
poor GCSE results and Ofsted has 
placed the school in special 
measures. 

Cllr Kirkbride added: “I am in 
no doubt that an academy is the 
right solution for Unity College 
and its pupils. 

“The report and its recommen- 
dations will be studied very 
closely by myself and my cabinet 
colleagues. We have a duty to 
make sure that whatever deci- 
sion we make represents the best 
way forward for the school.”

Support our night clubs by opening at 9pm and 
closing at 2am. 

Theatre bars are only open at show times. 
Racecourse bars are only open on race days. 

The second issue is price, a glass of beer or 
whisky or wine doesn’t change whether it’s in a 
public house, supermarket, theatre or home. 

If each is properly served, only the specific 
atmosphere will change so the price could be the 
same whether it’s at a pub, club or shop. 

No cheap promotional drinks and beverages 
and no maximum profit added. 

Finally, how much to drink and when to stop? 

The answer must be when you can’t think clear- 
ly, talk clearly, get home safely, don't feel poi- 
soned and comfortably go to bed. 

So, may we recommend to our Government

Police crackdown on foreign cars 


THREE vehicles used to commit 
crime in the county in the last 
month have been seized as part 
of an operation to clampdown 
on foreign vehicles. 

In all, 62 foreign registered cars 
have been seized in the first two 
months of Operation Andover. 

Known criminals were using 
ten per cent of the vehicles 
seized, which were among 294 
foreign vehicles spotted since 
the beginning of the year. 

Some 147 of the 294 can be 
seized straight away if they are 
spotted again as they are known 
to have been in the country for 
more than six months. 

Of the 62 vehicles seized to 
date, 39 have been collected, 12 
scrapped and the remaining ten 
are still pending. 


Once officers know a vehicle 
has been in the UK for more than 
six months they will stop the 
driver and seize it. 

The owner then has 14 days to 
register the vehicle with the 
DVLA, otherwise it could be 
destroyed. Three of the seized 
vehicles have now been regis- 
tered. The policy applies to any 
vehicles that have been in the UK 
for six months, whether that be 
spread over the course of 12 
months or in one block.

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Pledge made on school admissions 


LAST week this newspaper revealed how youngsters in 

the Caroline Chisholm catchment area have missed out 
on places at their preferred school. 

JULIE FISHER attended a meeting between parents and 
county council bosses. This is her report. 


EDUCATION chiefs have vowed to 
look at the admissions criteria for 
Caroline Chisholm School. 

Each year group can take up to 240 
pupils, but for September’s intake 
level this figure has already been 
reached. 

Ten pupils and their families who 
live in the catchment area, but have 
so far been denied a place, now have 
an anxious wait to see if their appeal 
- due to be heard in June - is success- 
ful. 

But it was revealed during a meet- 
ing at Wootton Primary School last 
week that 16 children were awarded a 
place at the school when they moved 
into the area in the time frame 
allowed for the applications process. 

The children who missed out have 
been given places at Roade or 
Abbeyfield School instead, despite 
going to one of Caroline Chisholm’s 
feeder schools, Wootton Primary. 

One of the parents, Nisha Gadhia, 
said: “All the children have been 
making plans to go there.” 

Another, a single mum of four, faces 
the daunting task of getting her chil- 
dren to three different schools every 
day from September. 

Her two eldest children currently 
attend Caroline Chisholm, but her 
third, in year six at Wootton Primary, 


has missed out on place and has 
been offered Roade School instead. 

Her youngest also attends Wootton 
Primary. 

The mum, who did not wish to be 
named, said: “In all fairness I can 
understand the council’s predica- 
ment with the 16 families moving in. 

“I did not realise that’s what caused 
the problem this year and they can't 
pre-empt that. 

“In the short-term, if I’m not able to 
appeal I will have four children at 
three schools. 

“It’s hard doing a normal day-to- 
day job without having the headache 
and worry of this. 

‘I could do without it as could all 
the other parents, I’m sure. 

“It’s very emotionally draining.” 

Education portfolio holder Cllr Joan 
Kirkbride said: “One of the things we 
have to look at again is the admis- 
sions criteria for Caroline Chisholm 
School. 

“The admissions criteria 
Government sets is rigid. 

“We've got to go back and look at 
that within the boundaries we've got. 

“This is an unusual year. Perhaps 
we should have foreseen it, I’m not 
sure we could have forseen it.” 

Speaking after the meeting, she 
added: “I have a great deal of sympa-

thy for these parents. We do need to 
look at the admissions criteria again 
because the area has grown so signif- 
icantly since we put the initial crite- 
ria in.” 

She added how it is demoralising 
for parents who have lived in the area 
to see families move in and go in 
higher up the list for places. 

The meeting also discussed the 
possibility of setting up a new class- 
room at the school. 

Headteacher Tony Downing told 
the meeting if the school was asked 


to take the extra pupils after the 
appeals process had taken place he 
would have to look at whether creat- 
ing a new form would work or if they 
would be added to existing classes. 

Cllr Kirkbride said: “It’s not just 
about adding a classroom at a 
school. In a secondary school you 
want good facilities. You can’t just 
build this onto a school. 

“It’s not just adding numbers to a 
school all the time because it’s a good 
school. That could turn it into an 
unpopular school.” 


Member of Parliament for 
Northampton South Brian Binley 
vowed to support the parents 
involved. 

He said: “I fought two years ago to 
open up more classroom space, I 
would like to do that again. 

“I’m very supportive of their con- 
cerns. 

“They were led to believe they were 
in the Caroline Chisholm School 
catchment area, now they are told 
no. 

“You can't do that to people.”

On target when it comes to waiting times 


THE A&E department at Northampton General 
Hospital is back on track - according to its 
waiting time target for patients to be seen. 

The hospital’s emergency departments saw an 
average of 236 patients every day during March 
with almost all of these people treated, 
discharged or admitted to a ward within four 
hours of arrival. 

This represents an increase of 14 per cent 
compared to the same month last year when 207 
patients were seen each day. 

Sixty emergency patients needed to be admit- 
ted to the hospital for further treatment every 
day during March - an increase of 62 per cent 
over 2008, when 37 people were admitted daily. 

Deputy chief executive Helen O’Shea said: “We 
have seen an unprecedented level of activity at 
the hospital in recent months and our staff have 
been working incredibly hard to cope with 
demand. 

“We have focused very closely on this key tar- 
get for a number of weeks now, and this has 
enabled us to end the financial year in a much 
stronger position.” 

The hospital did not meet its annual target for 
2008-09, as it struggled to cope with increasing 
demand throughout the year and the effects of 
adverse winter weather. 

But the organisation is now back on track, 
achieving 98.5 per cent against the four-hour 


‘transit time’ target for March. The greatest 
improvement was shown in the last three weeks 
of the month, when only 14 people were not 
treated, discharged or admitted within four 
hours out of a total of 4,979 seen. 

Mrs O’Shea described the turnaround as ‘phe- 
nomenal,’ adding: “The four-hour target is a key 
measure of our performance and that is why we 
have put such enormous efforts into achieving 
it. We are aiming to maintain this level of per- 


Cash cut 


puts the 
Carnival 
at risk

CARNIVAL fever is at an all time low with county 
council cutbacks meaning it may not go ahead 
this year. 

Northamptonshire County Council has decided 
not to provide funding for the carnival, but assured 
people the money is being used on other worth- 
while projects. 

The news comes shortly after it was announced 
the town’s famous balloon festival will no longer 
take place following borough council cutbacks. 

Now carnival co-organiser Jonathan Cobb 
believes a decision to pull funding for the carnival 
puts his event under threat. 

Mr Cobb said: “With no support from NCC it 
doesn't look very good for Northampton events 
and for its tourism. 

“Without the balloon festival the carnival was the 
biggest event left.” 

The organisers can not promise the carnival will 
go ahead as the lack of funding will leave a big hole 
in the pot needed to host the event. 

Mr Cobb added: “We are looking for people and 
businesses to help support the event. 

“We can't say we are definitely having the 
carnival, but we are trying to make it happen. 

“We had about 20,000 people at the event last 
year and this year was set to be much bigger. 

“It is a big blow.” 

A county council spokesman said: “We received 
applications totalling £2.4m for a fund of around 
£1.4m so some difficult decisions had to be made. 

“Although at this time a decision was made not to 
give money to fund the carnival, thousands of 
pounds are being allocated to other worthwhile 
projects and services. 

“Examples include over £43,000 allocated to a 
range of other cultural projects such as 78 
Derngate, the Northamptonshire Black History 
Association and Northamptonshire Open Studios 


and Exhibitions. A further £144,000 has been 
allocated to domestic abuse and victim support 
schemes operating across Northamptonshire, 
almost £200,000 will be used to help fund schemes 
aimed at young people and money is also being 
allocated to schemes aimed at supporting older 
people and people with physical or learning dis- 
abilities as well as mental health and counselling 
services. 

“A further £212,000 will fund a list of transport 
initiatives including community minibuses and 
door-to-door schemes and over £260,000 is being 
allocated to help fund advice and information 
services including citizen’s advice bureaus.” 

The funding decision was made by the county 
council’s community funding cabinet committee, 
but it has been blasted by Northampton Borough 
Cllr Brendan Glynane (Lib Dem, Delapre). 

He said: “This latest decision at County Hall 
really beggars belief. 

“The Conservatives’ own cabinet committee 
papers describe the carnival as the ‘largest 
diversity festival in the county’ with potential to 
become ‘one of the county's biggest flagship and 
tourist events’. 

“This latest cut shows that we really are into 
slash-and-burn territory where culture and the 
arts are concerned. 

“As a much larger authority than the Borough, 
the county council should be taking a lead on 
helping pioneering arts charities through these 
tough economic times. 

“The borough council is already doing its bit, 
with its £1 million support to the Royal & Derngate 
and extra funding to The Fishmarket. 

“People would expect the County to be doing its 
bit to, to help grassroots charities like the 
Northampton Carnival Arts Collective stay afloat 
now of all times.”

Split opinions over schools 


A POLITICAL war of words has broken out over poorly 
performing schools. 

The number of schools in special measures has 
dropped from 26 last spring to 14 this March. 

The news has been greeted positively by Northants 
County Council’s controlling Conservative group, but 
opposition councillors insist the area is still short of 
getting a clean bill of health. 

Cllr Joan Kirkbride, cabinet member for children and 
young people, said the figures were a reflection of the 
council’s major overhaul of its education services last 
year. 

She said: “We were clear from the outset that the 
creation of our learning achievement and school 
improvement team was the foundation, the building 
blocks, upon which we could build for the future. And 
that future is not so far off now. 

“As a result of the changes we introduced, we're in a 
much stronger position to deploy resources and expert- 
ise to those schools in greatest need of our support.” 

But Cllr John McGhee, the leader of the Labour oppo- 
sition, said: “Congratulations to all of those involved 
with the improvements. 

“However, what the Tories have failed to come clean on 
is that the county as a whole is still on probation as far 
as its schools service is concerned. 

“Tt was only on February 12 that the Government told 
the council to improve within six months or the 
Government might have to consider using its statutory 
powers of intervention. 

“The public deserve to know that there has been no 
clean bill of health from Ofsted. The next overall assess- 
ment of the council is not due until the end of the year.”

UK must wait for 
own black leader

A LEADING thinker on racism 
in the county believes the elec- 
tion of a black Prime Minister 
in Great Britain will not occur 
for up to 50 years. 

Equality and diversity advisor 
at the University of Northamp- 
ton, Paul Crofts, firmly believes 
despite the election of Barack 
Obama as President of the 
United States, the election of a 
black person to the top political 
office in the UK is decades from 
happening. 

He said: “Less than 200 years 
ago all blacks were seen as slaves 
and not human. 

“In the scale of human history 
black people were seen in that 
way and now we have a black 
president and this challenges 
many people's historic assump- 
tions. This has given a tremen- 
dous boost to black people. 

“Tt opens up the possibility that 
things can be different.” 

He felt the historic election of 
President Obama meant in 
terms of American society that 
there was no going back. 

Looking at the UK and giving 
his views on when something 
similar could happen here he 
said: “The situation in the UK 


means we are much further 
away. 

“This is because politics is 
played through the political par- 
ties and there is not a way for 
people to come up through the 
grass roots like it was for Obama 
through the Democratic Party. 

“I think we are talking decades, 
possibly 40 to 50 years. In my 
own personal view I think the 
British political system is out 
dated, especially the way politics 
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www.easyfitrugby.co.uk 
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is with the first past the post sys- 
tem.” 

Speaking about how racism 
can be categorised he _ pin- 
pointed three areas. The first is 
one to one personal racism 
which is built on prejudice and 
ignorance, then discrimination 
where people are deprived of a 
service to which they are entitled 
and thirdly, indirect discrimina- 
tion, such as_ institutional 
racism. 

One aspect of history which 
seems to repeat itself during a 
global recession is the race card. 
In the 1930s it was played by the 
Nazis in Germany, by the fascists 
in Italy and in Great Britain by 
Oswald Mosley and his black 
shirts. 

It is something Mr Crofts 
believes has already started to 
rear its ugly head again in 2009 
as a result of the credit crunch. 

He said: “The BNP is already 
doing it by playing on people’s 
fears and playing the race card 
to create divisions.” 

Mr Crofts said Northampton- 
shire is a county where people 
welcome new immigrants. 

He said: “In Northamptonshire 
we live in a multi racial society. 

“If you go into any school in 
the county you will see young 
people working together.”

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Police pleased as 
crime falls again

FOR the fifth successive year 
crime in the county has come 
down. 

The figures show decreases in 
offences such as violent crime 
and vehicle crime but there has 
been increases in sexual offences 
and house burglary. 

Between April 1, 2008 and 
March 31, 2009, offences dropped 
from 63,567 to 59,904. 

Chief Constable Peter Maddison 
said: “It is very encouraging to see 
nearly 4,000 fewer victims of 
crime compared to last year. But 
be in no doubt, our endeavours 
will continue with vigour as we 
work to reduce crime further and 
build public confidence, through 
listening to our communities and 
responding to their needs.”

But increases have been 
recorded in sexual offences (9.5 
per cent) and fraud and forgery 
(21.1 per cent). 

Chief Superintendent Paul 
Phillips, area commander for 
Northamptonshire West, said: “I 
am really pleased with the crime 
reduction on this side of the 
county, with nearly 3,500 fewer 
victims of crime this year than 
last. 

“The significant results are in 
relation to vehicle crime, with 
more than a 12 per cent reduction 
in vehicle crime in Daventry, 
Northampton and South 
Northants. 

“We've continued to reduce 
street robbery offences. There 
were only a small number any- 
way, but we've seen a six per cent 
reduction in Northampton town, 
which amounts to 32 fewer vic- 
tims. 

“And violent crime has fallen by 
ten per cent thanks to lots of part- 
nership work around the night 
economy and initiatives focused 
on domestic abuse. 

“Anti-social behaviour has con- 
tinued to fall this year with more 
than 4,000 fewer incidents on this 
side of the county.”

THE importance of the theatre 
in bringing truth to a benighted 
public and exposing uncomfort- 
able realities behind cosy lives is 
the dramatic thrust driving this 
politically inspired, socially vital 
piece of contemporary agitprop. 

And if you believe that, you’ve 
probably also fallen for the 
hokum publicity trumpeting this 
production as a sincere attempt 
to perform The Importance of 
Being Earnest. 


It is, of course, all part of the 
nonsense surrounding high- 
velocity farceurs Peepolykus, 
who use Oscar Wilde’s “trivial 
comedy for serious people” as a 
front for an evening of anarchy, 
Pythonesque flights of fancy and 
lots of silly accents. 

The troupe of five — co-writer 
John Nicholson, absurd Spaniard 
Javier Marzan, ultra-versatile 
Paul Mundell and the multi- 
faceted Flick Ferdinando and 
Rhona Croker - attempt to pro- 
vide a bizarre, ramshackle recre- 
ation of the preceding few days 
leading up to this apparent per- 
formance of the Victorian classic. 

In their world, they have 
become enmeshed in a real-life 
spy drama involving shady Rus- 


sians, masked assassins and sin- 
ister Chinese gangsters, and the 
actors are now on a mission to 
expose this world-shattering 
nightmare to their audience. 

Where the cast’s “reality” ends 
and sheer lunacy kicks in is a 
constant question throughout 
proceedings. This is a production 
that rattles along with enormous 
good humour, some consider- 
able talent and plenty of belly- 
laughs. 

Director David Farr lets neither 
his actors nor his audience rest 
for long and the result is a 
breathless tour de force by a tight 
team in complete control of their 
off-the-wall material. Just don’t 
go expecting Edith Evans. It’s 
much funnier than that.

More are being 
bought than sold, 
claims survey 


LANDLORDS are buying more proper- 
ties than they are selling for the first 
time in two years, says the Association 
of Residential Letting Agents (ARLA). 

In the ARLA Members’ Survey of the 
Private Rented Sector for the first quar- 
ter of 2009, more than double the num- 
ber of agents reported that landlords 
were buying properties than in the pre- 
vious three months. 

A lower number said that landlords 
were selling properties. 

With the evidence of these figures, 
ARLA believes sentiment concerning 
the buy-to-let market is changing for the 
better. 

This confidence has arisen despite 
ARLA members reporting an oversupply 
of properties in the rental market. 

This oversupply is a result of ‘reluctant 
landlords’ who are entering the lettings 
market due to difficulty selling their 
house or flat. 

Ian Potter, operations manager of 
ARLA, said: “The data shows that there 
are bargains to be had in the property 
market at the moment for those with a 
keen eye. 

“This substantiates our belief that buy- 
to-let remains a viable long-term invest- 
ment vehicle. 

“And while in general it appears that 
there is an oversupply of rental proper- 
ties to let, this does not mean that in 
certain areas of the country there isn’t a 
shortage of property. 

“Tt very much depends on the type of 


property, the experience of the landlord 
and the quality of advice they receive 
that makes the difference in identifying 
a good opportunity to invest.” 

The ARLA quarterly survey also 


showed that rental returns have 
remained largely consistent in the last 
three months since the previous report. 
The return on flats across the country is 
unchanged at 4.9 per cent while houses 
are down slightly from 4.9 per cent to 4.8 
per cent. 

Mr Potter said: “With interest rates at 
an all time low the figures speak for 
themselves. 

“Flats clearly offer a sound return on 
investment against saving rates, partic- 
ularly if you're not looking for quick cap- 
ital uplift. 

“The signs are showing that it’s a 
buyer's market at the moment, provid- 
ing of course you can get the finance. 

“But clearly the interest is there and 
lenders need to sit up and take notice. 

“These figures do not represent a 
move back to the imprudent days of 
landlords being indebted to an irre- 
sponsible level and struggling to pay 
their many mortgages. 

“Rather it shows that the buy-to-let 
market is going back to basics, to what it 
was originally meant to look like and 
achieve when it was set up some years
